troops domination of tlie highe.st point 
overlooking

plateau on which the 
German lines extend to the eastward.

McArdle which said the coroner 
was 
convinced that the woman had died as 
a direct result of McCausland having 
performed a criminal operation. 


Doctor McCausland was arrested in 
December, 1912, on a similar affidavit. 
His case was heard in circuit court in 
February, 1913, and he was acquitted 
by a jury. 
Conviction calls for a prison 
sentence of from three to twenty-one 
years. 


Doctor McCausland denies having the 
Lawson woman for a patient. 
He says 
he is absolutely innocent of any crim- 
inal conduct. 
He never knew a woman 
who bore that name, he states.

Bobbs, a close business associate, left 
no will at his death. 
It had always 
been the idea of Mr, Riley after having 
reaped the substantial fruits of his lit- 
erary efforts, that those whom he de- 
sired to remember be cared for imder 
his personal direction in his lifetime. 
Tills, according to Mr. Kitel, had been 
done in recent years. 


The poet for many years bore the 
thought of doing something for the city 
of Indianapolis and two years ago he 
carried out his thought when he made 
a gift of real estate valued at approxi- 
mately $100,000 
north 
of 
St. Clair 
square which now forms part of the site 
of the new Central public library build- 
ing. 


The estate at this time, it is thought, 
is worth at least $200,000. Just how Mr. 
Riley arranged for the disposal of his 
book rights 
probably

The heirs at law include only one liv-

DEADSHLLINTUKNa 
MAY BE KHED TODAY 


Rescue Forces Seek to Pen- 
etrate Death Trap at 
Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., July 26.—^Rescue forces 
went to the waterworks crib number 
five, out in Lake Erie this forenoon in 
hopes of being able some time today 
to penetrate the remote and wrecked 
portion of the death tunnel, where the 
bodies of the unrecovered dead of Mon- 
day night's disaster still remain. 


Waterworks officials stated that they 
believe there ai-e 11 bodies still in the 
tunnel instead of twelve as previously 
estimated. 
They Cssert that all of the 
dead of the rescue forces have been 
recovered and that the corpses still in 
the tunnel are restricted to the eleven 
men, including Assistant Superintendent 
H. Vokes, who went into the tunnel 
at 8 o'clock Monday night, an hour and 
a half before the 
explosion occurred. 
Should this prove to be the case, the 
total death toll of the horror is 21 in- 
stead of 22. 
Hope that the remaining 
dead may be recovered within a few 
hours was 
strengthened 
today 
when 
workmen were able to replace the birlls- 
eye in the air lock, broken yesterday 
to 
allow the 
poisonous 
gases to escape 
from the tunnel. 
Workmen were able 
to replace the bullseye without detect- 
ing any trace of gas in the tunnel. 


The- city today faced the possibility 
of indefinite delay in the completion of 
the tunnel. 
Workmen made no secret 
of the boast that they would never re- 
turn to the work in the tunnel. 
Once 
their dead comrades are brought out 
they will quit, they 
say. 
Only 
five 
workmen of the ninety who have been 
employed at crib 5, were on the scene 
today. 
The workmen assert that the 
tunnel is a perpetual peril and they will 
never risk their lives there again.

WasMngibn, July 26.—^In reply t o ai 
complaint from Afrs. Henry Smith, of 
Winamac, Ind., who has a son in liie 
national guard. President Wilson wrote 
today that the guard will be kept on 
the Mexican border to protect the eonn- 
try, not for drill, and the service the 
men were performing was an honor to 
them and a necessity to the 
United 
States. 


The president referred to the preeaA'' 
tions of the war department to make 
the border camps safe against diseaea 
and said the health record of both reg- 
ulars and guardsmen was exceptionally 
good. 
His letter wag made public be- 
cause many letters similar to that of 
Mrs. Smith are being received and to 
answer criticisms that the men of the 
national guard are not being properly 
cared for. 
The letter follows: 


"Your letter of July 2.'?rd distresses 
me a good deal because it shows that 
yott haven't been correctly informed as 
to the purpose of having the national 
guard at the border. 
It ia not for the

about infantile paralysis made puDlic 
here today was a statement by Di*. Si- 
mon Klexner, oi the Rockefeller insti- 
tute, that the disease is spread primarily 
by personal contact of child with child. 


The fact developed at a conference of 
local health authorities which received 
reports from the city nurses and live 
physicians engaged in field work.

Rockefeller institute committee, of which 
he is chairman, also "tended to prove 
what we had believed—that the disease 
is spread by personal contact.

stance, a baby may be sick on a trolley 
car and a child sitting next to it maj' 
contract the disease."

The Aseociated Press correspondent 
spent part of the morning at an artil- 
lery observation Station near Peronne, 
waiting for the weather to clear sufli- 
ciently to permit military operations to 
begin, but was unable to see much be- 
cause of clouds and fog. 
, Even on this day of inaction shells 
and shrapnel were seen bursting fre- 
quently over La Maisonette and a new 
struggle for complete possession of the 
height, which is considered the best ad- 
vanced post for artillery 
observation, 
apparently was about to begin. 


From La Maisonette, the line ran gen- 
erally southwest to the village of Bel- 
loy, the corner bastion on which it bends 
almost directly westward to Soyecourt, 
where it enters the original front before 
the beginning of the offensive. 


An artillery observer stated that the 
village of Barleux, which the French re- 
peatedly had endeavored to storm, was 
in German hands, while Belloy was a 
French stronghold and the village of 
Estrees was divided in possession. 


The French had this morning twice 
attempted to push forward the linos 
here by vicious attacks with hand gre- 
nades and bayonets, but without suc- 
cess.

This is an increase in assets for the 
year of $126,497,975, or 9.3 per cent.

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TENNIS FOR THE BEGINNERS 


; ; How Florence A. Ballin, 1916 Sensation of Courts, ; 


Volleys. 


(The fifth of a series on tennis,.posed 
especially for The Sentinel by Miss Flo- 
rence A. Ballin, of Bryn Mawr college, 
the 
1916 sensation of tennis, hockey 
and basketball). 


The most successful volleys are made 
when the player is ten feet from the net 
It is one thing to cover the width of the 
court at the baseline, but a vastly dif- 
ferent matter when you cover the court 
at the net. 


When you are at the baseline you are 
in position to watch the flight of the 
ball and step from position to position 
and make the return, leisurely, as a rule, 
from the bounce. 
But when you play at 
the net you must flash from one spot to 
another else you vrill be passed for an 
ace. 


The chief requisites for this style of 
play are a keen eye that can follow the 
ball from the instant it leaves your op- 
ponent's racquet, a good reach and agil- 
ity. 


Here you must step from the baseline 
to the net with all possible speed, rush 
to and fro across the net and at inter- 
vals speed back to the baseline for high 
lobs. 


The net game is not essentially 
a 
woman's game, for it is too exhausting. 
There are many girls playing in the 
United States who ruin good games by 
trying to volley when they should stay 
back and drive. 


Aim to take the ball as close to the 
net as possible, strike down and deep 
into the court. 
It is much easier to 
smash the ball to a given place in your 
rival's court if you meet it when high 
in the air and near the net. 
This vir- 
tually eliminates the net from consid- 
eration. 
Unless you make a deep vol- 
ley you lose the advantage. 


In the event it's a high ball, one 
shoulder high, for instance, hit it a sharp 
stroke. 
Push the lower balls and you 
will find that a swift ball will go back 
of its own 
force. 
Hold the 
racquet 
firmly, for the slightest wavering \vill 
ruin the .stroke. 


Always run into a volley. 
It is not 
a stroke which requires a swing or fol- 
low through.

will announce preliminary plans for or- 
ganization and sometirae before Septem- 
ber II will notify the governors of states 
of the apportionment of federal funds 
for this year.

drafted by the secretary of agriculture, 
upon whom devolves practically the en 
tire work of supervising the government 
expenditures.

will be by the office of public roads and 
rural engineering, of which Logan Waller 
Page is director. 


A conference of highway representa- 
tives of all states and, possibly, of or- 
ganizations interested in the good roads 
movement, engineering experts and oth- 
ers, to discuss measures for promulgat- 
ing the new law is planned soon by .'^ec- 
retnrv HotiPton. 


Apportionment 
among 
the 
Beveral 
states of the $5,000,000 for the 
first 
year's work will soon be announced by 
Postmaster General Burleson, who is re- 
quired to annually 
certify

ments because of changes in rural post 
route mileages and population.

Selection of road routes, as Avell as 
their type and structural composition, i?

To secure a share of the federal funds, 
state legislatures ^r comities must ap- 
propriate sxims equal to the federal al- 
lotments. 
The act also requires forma- 
tion of state highway commissions, or a 
similar state agency, to have charge of 
the states' part of

Four 
states, Indiana, South Ciarolina, Georgia 
and Texas, have no such commissions or 
corresponding organizations, but lo se- 
cure federal funds they must bj organ- 
ized. Other states have no highway com- 
missions, but have substantially similar 
departments or agencies'.

Ringing endorsement of President Wil- 
son's "watchful waiting" policy toward 
Mexico in which he said the true human- 
ity of the movements 
of

United 
States had been so far vindicated, was 
uttered in an address Tuesday night at 
the West Jefferson 
street 
church of 
Christ by Rev. Perry J. Rice, former pas- 
tor, now in El Paso, Tex. 
The speaker 
said he was not a hyphenated American, 
declared the United States should fight 
if it must, but advocated a system of 
education instead of fire arms to subdue 
an oppressed people, as he termed the 
Mexicans. 


Stands Up for Carranza. 


"We abuse Carranza, but. we should 
get a picture of him. 
He is a great pa- 
triot and it should be expected be would 
be stubborn. 
Carranza thought Madero 
was too easy," declared Rev. Rice. 
"I'm 
not a prophet, nor a son of a prophet and 
the question of intervention is risky for 
discussion, but T think there is a better 
way to defend the liberty of our country 
than to shoot the Mexicans." 


Ashamed of Congressmen. 


Rev. Rice said he was ashamed of con- 
gressmen who A'irtually 
pleaded 
that 
American boys be shot down in war with 
Mexico. 
"War means a mangled human 
being," said the speaker. 
There are two 
reasons why Mexico does not yield to the 
United States, Rev. Rice says: (1) Be- 
cause her rulers could not do it and keep 
in with their constituency; (2) because 
of our history with Mexico, including an- 
nexation of Texas and salaries-on Mon- 
terey and Vera Cruz. 


Sympathy for Madero. 


Mexican revolt 
was 
traced by t le 
speaker during the reigns of Diaz and 
Madero. 
The speaker indicated his keen 
appreciation of Madcro's qualities. "Sym- 
pathy was with the refc-ms of Madero, 
but Mexico was not .-ehind him," de- 
clared Rev. Ricc. 
He characterized Ma- 
dero as a martyr ,to a great cause. 
Ma- 
dero's death elicited i-ennine sorrow in 
El Paso and along the border. Rev. Rice 
asserted. 


What Diaz Saw. 


With the inception of the reign of 
Diaz, foreign capital began to control 
things 
in 
Mexico. 
Railroads 
under 
Diaz's reign 
were soon controlled 
by 
foreign money as Diaz saw, the speaker 
said, that it could be used extensively 
to develop the country. 
Soon politi- 
cians began to override the provisions 
of the constitution 
and Diaz 
himself 
held office as president of Mexico in vio- 
lation of the constitution pertaining to 
one-term 
office 
holding, 
the 
speaker 
said. 


"The present Mexican revolt is the 
culmination of a life struggle for inde- 
pendence 
and 
a 
republic," 
said 
Rev. 
Rice. 
"The land question in Mexico has 
agitated the people since the barons got 
control of things. 
If the seed of op- 
pression is sown, fruit of its kind will 
be produced," the speaker declared. 


Death Rate High. 


Fifty to eighty per cent of the Mex- 
icans 
are 
illiterate. 
Rev. 
Rice 
said. 
"They are the children of their circum- 
stances." 
The 
speaker 
asserted 
t.'iey 
were not all liars; that they were polite, 
and that they had a dislike to say any- 
thing to off'end an American in conver- 
.sation. 
The death rate in El Paso, Tex., 
the home of Rev. Rice, is high because 
of insanitary conditions of the home ot 
the Mexicans. 
The Mexicans are a prof- 
ligate people, have no desire to amass 
property, although they work long hours 
but without much aim. 


Boys All Right. 


"Don't worry about the boys who go 
to the border for army duty," said Rev. 
Bice. 
"They 
may 
send 
disconcerting 
notes back home about the hot sun, but 
the atmosphere is dry and they will not 
suffer." 
Sunstroke was never known in 
El Paso, the speaker declared. 
Rev. 
Rice's final plea was that America see 
Mexico in its proper perspective and get 
a more intimate view of Mexican people. 
"AVe misjudge others mostly because wo 
do not know them, and such is the case 
with Mexico." 


Met Many Mexicans. 


For seven j'cars Rev. Rice was pastor 
of the West Jefferson Street Church of 
Christ. 
Since going to El Paso he has 
had intimate association with Mexicans 
of both low and high degree—precisely 
speaking 
from 
his janitor to 
Madero 
himself. 
Madero resided in El Paso just 
six blocks from the home of Rev. Rice. 
Rev. Rice on one occasion met Madero 
and says he was a man who commanded 
respect among the 
Americans of 
the 
Texas city. 


Rev. Rice is in Fort Wftyne, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Rice, for a visit with 
friends. 
At the close of his address on 
Tuesday night a social hour was spent 
at the church. 
A good audience heard 
the pastor despite the warm weather.

Louisville, Ky., July 
26.—That bad 
teeth are an exciting cause of cancer was 
claimed today by Dr. Otto U. King, of 
Huntington, Ind., in an address on •"Oral 
Hygiene and Its Relation to Public and 
Individual 
Health"' 
before the annual 
ccuivention of the National Dental asso- 
ciation. 


"One woman out of seven and one 
man out of eleven, after the age of 35 
years, die of cancer in England,"' said 
Doctor King. 
"Cancer is sixth in the 
list of diseases that cause death in the 
United States; there has been an aver- 
age of 73,800 deaths from cancer for 
the last ten years. 
In 1S91, cancer 
caused 3,000 deaths. 
In t\yenty years 
the death rate has increased 16G.66 per 
cent. 
Different estimates indicate that 
from 9 to 26 per cent of all cancers are 
found on the tongue. 


"Whatever may be the underlying, un- 
discovered cause of cancer, there seems 
to be no question that the exciting cause 
is irritation. 
The two regions of the 
bod}' most subjected to chronic 
irrita- 
tion are the mouth and the stomach. 
The 
particular 
irritation 
that is fre- 
quently 
foimd to cause cancer in the 
mouth is the sharp edge of a decaj-ed, 
worn, misplaced, or tartar-covered tooth. 
The 
constant 
rubbing of the tongue, 
cheek or lips over a tooth produces an 
abrasion, which develops into a sore, and 
from a sore it may pass through vari- 
ous stages to cancer. 
The irritation 
produced by the sharp edge of a poorly 
fitting 
plate, bridge, crown or filling has 
caused cancer of the mouth. 
I have had 
in my practice 
Avithin the last 
four 
weeks three cases of cancer. 
One was 
dtie to an ill-fitting plate, one to a pat- 
ent clasp attachment and, the other to 
irritation from a badly decayed molar." 


Doctor King quoted Dr. Henry S. Up- 
son, professor of neurology in the West- 
ern Reserve medical school, as stating 
that he had had nine cases of insanity 
due to "painless dental" diseases. 


Doctor King earnestly advocated reg- 
Tilar inspection of teetli of school chil- 
dren. 
He said that from reports in cit- 
ies where dental inspection had been 
undertaken it had been proven that 97 
per cent of the school children between 
the ages of 6 and 12 are dental crip- 
ples. 


"Tt has been found." continued Doctor 


King, "that if we take the amount of 
debris from a decayed tooth that wojild 
be 
represented 
by a 
milligram, an 
amount that you could carry on the 
head of a pin almost—and count the or- 
ganisms in it there would be found all 
the way from 10,000,000 to 500,000,- 
000. 
When it is realized that that mil- 
ligram of materia! in only a fraction of 
the total amount of decayed matter and 
debris in the mouth, we can get an idea 
of the amount of infection we are car- 
rying around with us. 
If any one of 
us had an abscess area as large as a 
penny on our hand, our physicians would 
be very careful to have it covered or 
protected, but if we have an abscessing 
area of pyorrhea pocked one-eighth of 
an inch deep around cach tooth in the 
head, hoAV many square inches of ab- 
scessing area do you suppose we have? 
Four square inches; and yet the public 
pays very little attention to this be- 
cause it is in the mouth."'

Hinterliter Held Without 
Bond in Girl's Death 
at Olney, 111. 


Olney, III., .July 26.—When a small 
air bubble 
burst in an artci-y 
under 
pressure of a physician's 
knife, the 
first chain of evidence against lioy Hin- 
terliter, who brought the body of Miss 
Elizabeth 
Ratclifie to 
a 
sanitarium 
here last Friday night in a buggy was 
said by prosecuting authorities today, 
to have been welded. 
Tlie death of the 
Radcliffe girl is said by medical author- 
ities to be without parallel if it de- 
velops a crime actually was committed. 


Hinterliter was bound 
over to the 
grand jury without bond yesterday by 
a coroner's jury, which held him re- 
sponsible for the girl's death. 
Hinter- 
liter began calling on the girl about ten 
months ago when she came t o ' Olney 
from Paoli, Ind., to live with her sis- 
ter. "Mrs. Bert Fanchcr. 
Last 
Friday 
evening thp couple went driving. The 
girl is said to have died under an old 
elm tree two miles from town. Doctors 
say shf> was dead when she was placed 
in the buggv for the ride to the sani- 
tnriuni. 


"Wp were getting near town, when 
she said. 'Roy, T feel bad,'" Hinterliter 
told the physicians. "Then she fell over 
in niy lap and I rubbed her hands and 
feet, but could not bring her to." 


At an autopsy no marks of violence 
were found but it developed that the 
iirl was soon to become a mother. Ex- 
amination failed to reveal any attempt 
at an illegal operation. 
Tlie stomiuli 
was examined. No trace of poison was 
found. 
Then one of the e.^amining doc- 
tors stuck a. probe into an artery, and 
a bubble burst. 
Tt was said by the 
physicians that only two things known 
to merlical science would rauso embo- 
lism in the arteries—faulty injection by 
a hypodermic needle, or a lesioji of a 
lung. 


The body was 
examined 
carefully. 
There was no needle mark nor lesion 
of the lungs. The brain was also found 
to be full of water. 


Further evidence of the state's theory 
was furnished 
when 
a 
man from a 
neighboring town came to State's At- 
tornev Morris' office with a. package 
containing an instrument used in per- 
forming illegal 
operations. 
He said 
lie had seen one of the boy friends of 
Hinterliter pick it up under an old elm 
tree and had taken it from him think- 
ing it tnight have some bearing on the 
case. 


Sheriff West, who visited the scene, 
found where a horse 
had 
been tied, 
marks of a struggle in the sandy soil, 
the,imprint of a girl's and of a. boy's 
shoes. 
Instead of using the instrument 
as intended, it is maintained by phy- 
sicians that it was used as an unfilled 
hypodermic needle 
and 
that a small 
artery wa.s punctured. It is maintained 
that the needle of the instrument was 
removed and that, by blowing into it, 
death would resiilt. 


To a friend who saw Hinterliter af- 
ter he had taken (he girl to the san- 
itarium 
Friday 
night. 
the latter is 
quoted ns saying: "I am in bad. Take 
my rig home and tell mother that I 
do'n't know wlicn I will h<' home, but 
to expect me."

HAS MUSED 


SENSATION IN SWED 


Urges Much Closer Relation 
Between That Country 
and Germany. 


Stockholm, July 10.— (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.) —A sensation 
has been created through all of Sweden 
by the publication of an alleged oflicial 
report from a German 
,<gent 
in 
this 
country 
regarding 
a 
plan to bring 
Sweden into a political, "if not closer," 
alliance with Germany as the northern 
link in "an immovable wall against Rus- 
sia and against the Asiatic danger." Th}« 
wall, representing a new idea as to Ger- 
many's plans, is referred 
to as being 
constructed by Turkey, Bulgaria, Austria 
and Germany. 


For the work of propaganda in Sweden 
the alleged report asks for a preliminary 
appropriation 
of 
more 
than 
100,000 
marks and suggests that Turkey and the 
other allies of Germany be asked to con 
tribute their proper share. 
The anti 
(ierman newspapers in Stockholm com 
nient rather bitterly upon this euggcs 
tion of an international "aiush fund" for 
Sweden, but assert that many of the 
recommendations in the report, evidently 
written last December, have been car- 
ried into effect, tl also is asserted that 
the report explains much of the recent 
activity in Sweden against Russia and 
the attempt to force a situation which 
would cause Sweden to declare war as 
an ally of the central powers. 


The report as printed in detail begins 
with a discussion pf the possible effect 
of a Russian offensive this summer. 
It 
said that if Russia 
showed 
«uíBcient 
signs of recuperation to reorganize its 
armies into an effective force, it would 
be necessary at once to carry forward 
a propaganda in Sweden 
showing th<; 
Swedish people how greatly it would be 
to their advantage to interfere and ally 
themselves with Germany, "thus pre- 
serving their present interests and as- 
suring their future." The report is ad- 
dressed to "Your Excellency" and says 
among other things: 


"Even if you have only a 
political 
union in mind, considerable work will be 
necessary to win over the Swedish ele- 
ments not already on our side and ac- 
tively fayoring an alliance with the cen- 
tral powers. 
Swedish sentiment cannot 
be swayed 
by sporadic methods. 
It 
must be trained by systematic and SUH 
tained propaganda. 
We must win ovei 
the entire people by an intensive effort. 
This propaganda must b« cautiously ex- 
ecuted if we are to gain the active inter- 
ference of Sweden in the spring of 1916. 
We must be particularly careful not to 
let it appear that the propaganda springs 
from a foreign source. 
Every political 
thinking Swede must be convinced that 
he had made his choice voluntarily and 
in the interest of his own nation. 


"In the opinion of pro-German poli- 
ticians Sweden has not come Into the 
war because she has lacked a 
direct 
cause. But gradually the political influ- 
ences are becoming more and more im- 
favorable to the entente, especially to 
England. 
The new constellation of na- 
tions, arranged by German diplomacy In 
the Balkans, has tei|ded to win not only 
the sympathy but the reason of the 
Swedish people for the central powerf.'*

Five weeks ago it rained here, it be- 
ing the first rain in eighteen months. 
The land here is not a desert, as we all 
expected. 
It has plenty of weeds and 
grass. 
Mesquite trees are also quite nu- 
merous, but do not afford much shade. 


There are eighteen thousand men sta- 
tioned in this neighborhood alid the Fort 
Wayne company is just six and one- 
quarter 
miles 
from 
the 
Rio 
Grande 


river. 
Asquad of soldiers is stationed i 3 
at every bridge from Houston to the 
3 
camp, and the greatest vigilance is kept 
at all times. 


Fairly Good Meals. 


We are getting fairly good meals, but 
the worst part about the entire camp is 
the water. 
We are getting it from irri- 
gation canals near Mercedes, Tex., and 
it is hauled to the camp in oil tanks 
_ 
on a railroad car and by the time it 
S 
reaches here anyone can imagine just 
about how it would taste. 
Pipes have 
been laid and water will soon be pumped 
through them, but we are all of the 
opinion that it will not be much better, 
but anyhow it will be minus the oil. 


The Fort Wayne boys have been busy 
for the past three days digging ditches, 
not ditches aroimd tents, but two-mile 
ditches along the road. 


This place will look like a regular cJty 
in a few days. 
Every c/>mpany is com- 
pelled to make an arched street. 
Palms 
are planted along the street and a board 
sidewalk is built in front of the tents. 
It will soon be a nice-looking place. 


We are sleeping on the ground with 
nothing but our poncho, blanket and 
shelter half under us. 
They haven't is- 
sued rots or mosquito nets as yet and 
do not know how soon we will get them. 
However, they had better hurry, ,for if 
they don't thè insects that fly around at 
night will soon carry us away.

We liave had one sad casualty in our 
companv. About forty of us went swim- 
mhig 
iast 
Monday 
evening 
including 
Floyd Wolf. 
An armed guard marched 
along with us and remained on guard 
while we were enjoying the water. 
I 
understand Wolf had been feeling ill for 
a day or so, but was feeling somewhat 
better in the evening. 


It happened so quickly that none of 
us were hardly aware that anything had 
happened until one of thè boys cried, 
"Man under water!" 
It was just an 
hour and a quarter from this time until 
Sergeant Bessert ^succeeded in locating 
the body and bringing it to shore.

doctor worked with him, endeavonng to 
bring him back to life for an hour, but 
it was useless.
